Meteor Is Blamed

day. 

A crew dispatched to the fire 
chopped' into the smouldering log 
and found the red hot clinker. They 
said the meteor penetrated to the 
rotten heart ot the tree and had 
traveled down Inside the trunk for 
about 40 leet. 

The meteor wae described as about 
10 Inches In diameter and gray In

ThPrp eniptPfi ontn paKf t"" i"''lntrii 
newspapers 'he nthor tiny 'w') .<:liilp?! whlcli 
rpvfr sho'ild hpve gntfri tlmt iiIr n play Thp 
fact that they did Is due l-o one thing ~- 
secrecy. 

In one story the federal trade commission 
charROd that an International oH cartel— five 
American and two foreign companies— con- 
trolled the amount of production nnd tho 
prlceR ol most of the world's oil. 

In the other a senate subcommittee ac- 
cused the army of holdlng-^jji'^'t Information 
on this country's scandalously expen.-ilve atr 
base program In North Africa. 

The 189,000-word report on the oil business 
had orlRlrally been labeled secret by the gov- 
ernment. Some of It was finally shaken loose 
after pressure by members of congress. But 
a lot was blue-pencilled and will forever re- 
main secret as far as the public la concerned. 

The alt base story, which has been smolder- 
ing for some time, hit page one the other day 
because the subcommittee said the army 
hadn't been telling the public everything 
there was to know about the fantastic costs of 
the North African Job. 

If In both cases — ol] and air bases— the 
public had been kept regularly and adequately 
Informed of the situation, there wouldn't 
have been enough news left in the stories 
to warrant putting them on page one. 

This secrecy business — as far as the govern- 
ment Is concerned — la not a new thing, but it 
' 18 a growing thing. And it's getting a little 
frightening. 

The bureaucrat's dream — a government 
which can function free from the annoying 
light of publicity and consequent public re- 
action — came a bit closer to reality recently 
when the President, by executive order, ex- 
tended military security to all federal depart- 
ments. 

A certain amount of such security Is, of 
. course, necessary. But a blanket arrangement 
covering all departments can make It tough 
for people to find out what's going on in 
■Washington, where even expert fact-flndera 
can easily get bogged down. 

Some of the biggest government scandals 
recent years have occurred under the thick, 
protective blanket of official secrecy that had 
nothing whatsoever to do /"with military 
security. 

In the corruption-ridden reconstruction 
finance corporation, [or Instance, the public 
was not allowed to know who was applying 
for how much of a loan, what the terms of the 
loan were, and how tho RFC members voted 
on It. 

Only after the deal had been made was a 
brief announcement Issued that such-and- 
such a firm had gotten a loan lor so much. 
The RFC has since taken certain remedial 
steps, but things there are still hardly an open 
bbok. 

The Internal revenue bureau, also rocked by 
recent revelations of corriipllon, has its own 
special secrecy blanket. Under its protection 
occurred shennanlgnns which rocked the 
country. 

Why farming should be secret U a little 
hard to figure, but even the aKilciilturo de- 
partment was recently hauled up for allow- 
ing some loan frauds lo operate In ll.s baili- 
wick. And a deparlmeut official had tlii! Kail 
to say It was an admliil.iUallvr matter In 
which the public was not Iiitorcstcd.

INDICTMENT — Although there remain many other 
grave national problems to be re.iolved on Nov. 4. 
It Is doubUul If any other single action or attitude 
by the two men seeking the presidency in these 
difficult dayn has twanged a more thankful chord 
wllh the genenil public. 

It Is their best Iniereata, »o "Ike." and Adlal seem 
to feel, which have been endaniicrcd and short- 
changed by Uie favoritism sliown during tho last 
10 years, largely [or partisan, votc-gcttlng purposes, 
to Buch segments of the popvilatlon as labor, racial 
minorities, farmers and party cronies. 

In a. iBrger sente. too, Sleven&on'i hands-otl nollce 
[o bloc-mlnded voters conaUlutes his most severe 
Indictment of the man he has mentioned only once 
since he ahtalncd the nomination, Harry S. Truman. 

PEE8SURE— Although there was some Justification 
tor Franklin D. RodHei'nvs favoritism to these ele- 
ments of the electorate, since labor, farmers and tho 
colored race suffered most severely from the de- 
pression and a lalssei-falre economic system, Tru- 
man has preserved the pressure process solely to 
Win elections. 

He tiBs demanded Toft-Hartley repeal and civil 
rights legislation, although he knew that congres- 
sional compliance was hopeless. And he never 
lifted a finger to secure their enactment. His behaviour 
ddrlng the steel strike was designed to compctisate 
for his futility ■on capltol- hill. 

OUTWOKN— At the Chicago convention, relying 
oh Truman's successful use of these tactics In the 
IBta campaign, the Moody- Williams -Harrlnum- Roose- 
velt radicals tried to reorganlie the Democratic party 
on Ihu basis of political blocs. That they were re- 
buffed and discredited by tho party elders suggests 
that their methods are outworn. 

In this connection. It Is noteworthy that Steven- 
son.'* In his Labor doy address at Detroit, gave no 
plus to &en. Blair Moody, although he faces a hard 
light lor reelecUon. 

SINCEKITV— In view of tho noose veil -Truman sur- 
render to those lobblc!. It Is natural that the voters 
show some skepticism toward present-day presi- 
dential pledges. But the comforting fnct Is that both 
cnndldftie.i' records Indicate their sincerity. 

To tho despair of backroom polUicos, Btcven.'ion 
got away with this kind of an antl-prc-yiiirc priiHnim 
at Springfield. He forced a reduction In the biidKcl 
niiproprlatlon for state fair odvcrtlslni; In tho iiew.i- 
papers. Ho vetoed bills lo Increase pensions tor tcacli- 
ers and tho aged. He blocked^ furld.^ (or polltleHl 
highways and bridges. He opposed larger payments 
lo veterans nnd to Ihelr orRanliaUons, 

He refused to Nlgn two polltU-iUly (-xploslve meiin- 
uri's. One would have shorlcned Ilin work week for 
thousands at state employes, llie other, In the niliht 
of communista-ln-government revelations nt Wa^hlrlg- 
ton, would have penalised "reds" In whi»t he regardcil 
OS an iiiideniocrattc

Care of Your Children

Home belongs to every member of 
the family,- That is often a hard 
truth to accept, especially when the 
children are half grown and begin 
to use home as headquarters for 
their acUvltles. The kitchen floor Is 
tracked, the Ice box raided and the 
door left open, remnants of food are 
here and there, cnimba lie where no 
crumbs should be. 

The Ihing room is required for 
gang sessions. Discordant noises that 
,re mistaken for music by the crowd 
ibout the radio and piano grate on 
he ears. The rugs are kicked aside 
i-lthout respect for their revered 
values. The quiet, routined order Is 
shattered and the older people are 
forced to" retire to their" private 
quarters. 

AU this Is quite normal In the 
household that shelters adolescent 
Ixiys and girls and, while It must bo 
accepted, its ,acceptance chould be 
on a basis of agreement that home 
Is to be shared, not monopollied, by 
any one member. It would, tor ex- 
ample, be helpful If daughter con- 
ferred with mother before ushering 
in the gang for anacks after school 
and agreed that this should happen 
not every day, but once In a while, 
with mother's cooperation. 

It would help, too, If plans were 
made ahead of time when Inviting 
the crowd in for the evening. It 



would be practical and intelligent, 
for example, to plan such parties 
for the week end and not for the 
evenhig before a school day. It 
nould also contribute to the peace 
and welfare for the young host or 
hostess to take over a share of the 
work, making the salad or the (and- 
wiches and the drinks so that moth- 
er would not have to carry an added 
burden. 

And It would be decent to ask Dad 
and Mother to welcome the friends 
before they vanish from the scei 
being their home, and their respon- 
sibility, too. Once on their own, the 
young host and hostess should take 
care of things like table tops, piano 
and radio tops,~clKBrett« ashes, and 
food scrape. 

And what a happy aurprlse, what 
a warming feeling about the heart it 
would mean if, twlore breaking up, 
a committee attended to the clear- 
Ing-up Job, leaving the room and the 
kitchen in good order.

There will be no open season on 
snow, swan or Ross geese.
